Valley celebrates Fourth 


Sunny skies were expected to take over 
today after early morning fog as thou­ 
sands of local residents joined the 
national celebration of the Fourth of July 
— the 199th birthday of the United States 
of America. 


For old-timers who recall the 
firecracker-punctuated Fourth of Julys 
of yore, the day will be relatively quiet. 
Fireworks are banned for personal use 
and restricted, locally to a display in 
Huyck Stadium at dusk. Tickets are $1.25 
for adults and 75 cents for students. 


There’ll be live music and a sky diving 
exhibition on tap in addition to the 
fireworks. In addition to those who at­ 
tend the event in the stadium, thousands 
more are expected to watch the colorful 
aerial display from their own backyards. 
Activities Valleywide would probably 
be confined primarily to private affairs 
in the home with barbecuing and just 
plain doing nothing, large on most 
agendas. However, the Elks expected to 
attract 2,500 celebrants to a family pic­ 
nic in Miguelito Park. State Elks presi­ 
dent Jim Spence and his wife, Berniece 


were to attend the picnic and in the even­ 
ing will be the guests of local Elks 
leaders at a dinner in Royal Coach 
Restaurant. 
Local residents were expected to jam 
city and nearby county parks and school 
playgrounds and hundreds were ex­ 
pected at the municipal pool. Hours at 
the latter facility are 1 to 5 p.m. and 7 to 
10 p.m. 
The Boys and Girls Clubs were to be 
closed for the day and so would be Lom­ 
poc Valley Museum. It was a rare day off 
for Lompoc Library. 
Gandhi in further 
bid to hold control 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi’s government banned 26 
political parties and allied associations 
today in a further bid to crush anti­ 
governm ent a c tiv itie s sin ce it 
proclaim ed a national state of 
emergency eight days ago. 


Four seperate orders issued to imple­ 
ment the ban provide that any person as­ 
sisting the operations of the named 
organizations in any way is liable to “ac­ 
tion under law”. 


Garbagemen 
of New York 
begin pickup 


The ban as the most sweeping in In-, 
dia’s 28 years of independence. It out­ 
lawed virtually all extremist rightist and 
leftist parties and organizations, but not 
the major national opposition parties. 


Since the emergency was proclaimed 
June 26, an estimated 5,600 persons in­ 
cluding prominent opposition leaders 
Jayaprakash Narayan, former dpeuty 
prime minisiter Morarji Desai and Atal 
Behari Vajpayee have been arrested. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The city’s 
sanitation men have ended their three- 
day strike and returned to work at over­ 
time rates to pick up 40,000 tons of gar­ 
bage —over 10 pounds for every resident. 


The government charged the banned 
organizations were “indulging in ac­ 
tivities prejudicial to the internal 
security, public safety and maintenance 
of public order.” 


It was regarded as a prelude to another 
wave of mass arrests of leaders and 
workers of the named bodies.

Narayan and Desai, according to op­ 
position party sources, are both on 
protest fasts. 
Prominent among the parties and as­ 
sociations outlawed today are the ex­ 
treme rightwing Hindu National 
Volunteeer Association, the Ananda 
Marg (Blissful Path) religious-cultural 
organization, the Communist party 
Marxist-Lenist party better known as the 
Naxalittes and the fanatical Hindu party 
Jamat-E-Islami. 
Meanwhile Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi was quoted by the Press Trust of 
India as telling a group of lawyers 
“democracy is very important but not 
more important than the survival of a 
nation.” 
She told the group the emergency 
period was a temporary phase but gave 
no indication when she planned to repeal 
the emergency. 
The Prime minister, according to the 
PTI, attacked certain countries for 
criticising India “for what they call 
curbing democracy.” 
She did not name them but by implica­ 
tion they included the United States. 
Mrs. Gandhi also declared today that 
India is neither a police state nor a one- 
party state in spite of her crackdown on 
the opposition. 


The 10,300-man sanitation force struck 
Tuesday because the city laid off almost 
3,000 men in a budget crisis. The city won 
additional revenues from the state 
Thursday and immediately rehired 2,750 
of the 7,161 police and firemen who lost 
their jobs Tuesday. 


All of the laid-off sanitation men were 
brought back to work because their union 
pledged $1.6 million to pay the salaries of 
those who will eventually be laid off 
again. Refuse collectors working on the 
80-million-pound backlog of garbage that 
built up during the strike will collect 
time-and-one-half pay for their shifts to­ 
day and double-time pay for Sunday. 
The garbage cleanup was complicated 
by the litter left by hundreds of garbage 
fires that were set deliberately in many 
poor neighborhoods of the city Wednes­ 
day night and early Thursday. 


Terrorists bomb kills 
14 in crowded square 
of old Jerusalem 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - A powerful 
te rro ris t bom b hidden in an old 
refrigerator exploded today in a crowded 
downtown square, hurling bodies through 
the air and killing or wounding dozens of 
pre-Sabbath shoppers. 
Hospital sources said 14 persons died 
and at least 75 were injured in the blast, 
the worst in the city in seven years. 
In B eirut, P alestinian guerrillas 
claimed responsibility for the bombing, 
calling it an “heroic act.” 
The square and streets leading into it 
were sealed off and security forces ar­ 
rested between 90 and 120 Arabs for 
questioning, a police spokesman said. 


Resolution of the city’s worsening 
crisis —in addition to the garbage strike, 
hundreds of firemen stayed out of work 
claiming sickness and highway workers 
snarled traffic in another strike — 
followed an agreem ent reached in 
Albany to grant the city $330 million in 
additional taxing power. 
City Council President Paul O’Dwyer 
angrily denounced the deal with the 
sanitationm en. “ It’s a preposterous 
idea,” he said, “ that the rich union is 
able to make a deal with the city while 
the poor union is not." 


“ People went flying out of the stores,” 
a witness said. “ Bodies were thrown all 
over the sidewalk I saw a naked woman 
running down the street —the fire burned 
her clothes off.” 
Another witness said he saw “bodies 
on the streets and sidewalks...I saw 
(police) take out one body completely 
burnt and there was a body in pieces on 
the street.” 
The streets were covered with shat­ 
tered glass and the two stores nearest 
the explosion were wrecked. Firemen 
kept back a large crowd from the gutted 
stores and blown-out shopfronts by 


spraying the sidewalks with fire hoses 
The explosive charge, estimated at 40 
to 55 pounds, went off at mid-morning as 
a bomb disposal unit was on its way A 
police source said it appeared two mor­ 
tar shells were hidden together with the 
explosive charge inside the refrigerator. 
The national radio said people in the 
neighborhood were suspicious when the 
refrigerator was unloaded from a truck 
shortly before the explosion, but they 
could not get through to the police by 
phone. 
Police Minister Shlomo Hillel said 
some Israelis tried to get to East 
Jerusalem to wreak revenge on the Arab 
population, but security forces turned 
them back. 
Extra police and troops were moved 
into the Old City of Jerusalem, less than 
a mile from the bomb site, and East 
Jerusalem, the Arab section captured in 
the 1967 Middle East War. 
The blast disrupted telephone com­ 
munications to and from the Israeli 
capital. 
The attack cam e one day after 
Palestine Liberation Organization leader 
Yassar Arafat told UPI his organization 
would step up its attacks on Israel 
“because we have homes and our rights 
there and we must recover thf»m 


It was the worst Arab terror bombing 
in Jerusalem since 1948 The last big 
bomb exploded in the the Mahane 
Yehudah open-air market in November. 
1968. killing 13. 
A police spokesman denied a national 
radio report that a car sped away from 
the scene of the blast and sprayed 
passersby with bullets 
“Only one shot was fired, by a bank 
guard, in the direction of a car seen leav­ 
ing the area of the explosion.” he said. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin and 
Defense Minister Shimon Peres visited 
the bombed-out shops. 


A statement distributed in Beirut bv 
the Palestinian News Agency WAFA 
said the “ heroic" operation had beer 
carried out by the “ M artyr Farid 
Bowbly unit.” 
It gave no other details and did no! 
identify Farid Bowbly Palestinian ter 
rorist groups have often been named 
after guerrillas killed in earlier opera 
tions 
The agency said a fuller statement 
would be released later.

House member 
seeks more info 
on Watergate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - With the 
third and final Watergate grand jury out 
of business, a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee has charged that 
“ serious questions remain unanswer- 
red” in the nation’s worst political scan­ 
dal. 
Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman, D-N.Y., 
member of the commitee that conducted 
President Richard M. Nixon’s impeach­ 
ment inquiry, asked Special Prosecutor 
Henry S. Ruth Jr. to advise the panel’s 
Criminal Justice subcommittee of the 
status of his investigation. 
“There are serious questions about 
possible criminal liability that remain 
publicly unanswered,” she said in a let­ 
ter to Ruth late Wednesday. 
She listed the 181-2 minute gap in a key 
white House tape, the deletions in the 
White House transcripts delivered to 
the committee, the alleged White House 
wiretaps of reporters and presidential 
aides, the alleged sale of am bas­ 
sadorships and the alleged $100,000 con­ 
tribution from billionaire Howard 
Hughes to Nixon’s friend Charles G. 
“ Bebe” Rebozo. 
“ Will there be further indictments? 
Have all your investigations been com­ 
pleted? Will the final report provide 
answers to the questions of possible 
c r i m i n a l 
l i a b i l i t y 
p r e v i o u s l y 
enumerated?” she asked. 
Earlier in the week, two suburban 
Washington residents asked Attorney 
General Edward Levi to convene a 
special grand jury to investigate alleged 
“gross malfeasance" in the special 
prosecutor’s office. 
Julian C. Holmes, of Oxon Hill, Md.. 
and Arlyn E. Unzicker. Annandale, Va., 
have charged a Washington builder’s 
campaign gift to Nixon’s reelection 
saved it from being prosecuted in the col­ 
lapse of Skyline Towers in suburban 
Bailey’s Crossroads. Va.. in March 1973 
in which 14 workers were kilted. 
“ We have been informed by the 
Watergate grand jury that, because it 
became aware of many alleged crimes 
very late in the session, the jury may 
well be unable to dispose properly of 
these m atters,” they said in a letter to 
Levi.

Americans mark stari 
of 200th anniversary

Americans today marked the 200th an­ 
niversary of the start of the American 
Revolution. The National Safety Council 
warned that highways may become 
bloodier than battlefields were at the 
beginning of the Revoluntionuf> War. 
Before Americans conrpleie their 
Fourth of July weekend, the council said, 
somewhere between 480 and 580 persons 
may die on the nation’s highways. Only 
200 Americans died in 1775 during the 
first three months of the war. 
The council also projected between 
22.000 ‘ and 27.0000 disabling injuries 
stemming from holiday traffic. 
Although the Fourth celebrates the 
s igning of the D e c l a r a t i o n of 
Independence in 1776 and 1976 is the na­ 
tion’s bicentennial year, Americans 
we e already fighting the British 200 
>eurs ago in 1775. 
Accordingly, special gala celebrations 
were scheduled, highlighted by a visit by 
President Ford to Baltimore for the 
recreation of the 1814 battle of Ft 
McHenry, which inspired Francis Scott 
Key to write “The Star Spangled Ban- 


one for each state, and the bottom tier 
has nine candles, one for each major 
United States war 
Plenty of fireworks also were expected 
in those states where they are legal, 
perhaps for the last time 
The federal Consumer Product Safety

“Oklahoma!” was only the 
second show to use a 
in its 
title The first was Eugene 
O’Neill’s “ Ah, Wilderness!” in 
1933 The exlamation point was 
added as an afterthought, when 
the name of the state alone was 
judged too tame. But some sug­ 
gested that the punctuation was 


added more in desperation than 
confidence. 


From the historic night 
" O k la h o m a !” opened in 
Broadway's St. James Theater 
on M arch 31, 1943, eager 
patrons stood in line for hours 
each day more than five years 
in the hope of securing tickets 
for a performance as much as 
six months in advance. For 13 
years, until it was displaced by 
"M y Fair Lady” in 1961, 
“Oklahoma!” held the record 
for the longest running musical 
comedy, 2.202 performances. 
The national road tour of the 
musical lasted 10 years, with 
r e tu r n e n g a g e m e n ts on 
Broadway in 1951 and 1953. The 
musical was restaged at City 
Center in 1965 and personally 


directed by Richard Rogers in a 
Lincoln Center revival in 1969. 
In addition to its rousing in- 
te r n a tio n a l 
s u c c e s s , 
“Oklahoma!” represented the 
m aturity of the American 
musical theater from which 
was this country’s contribution 
to the w o rld ’s d ra m a tic 
literature, the total integration 
of music, song, dance and plot, 
according to A1 Rossi, director 
of the PCPA bicentennial 
production. 
“ O k la h o m a !” 
w ill be 
presented in repertory this 
summer with “Guys and Dol­ 
ls,” “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,” “ He Who Gets Slap­ 
ped” and “ Peer Gynt” at the 
Solvang Theaterfest.

Sheriff wheels out artillery

Sheriff John W 
Carpenter 
wheeled out some pretty heavy 
artillery when he went before 
the Board of Supervisors this 
week to claim the work 
furlough program he has ad­ 
ministered for over three years 
has been highly successful, and 
that to turn it over to the Proba­ 
tion Department could result in 
higher c o sts, u n su itab le 
prisoners for the program, and 
“quite probably embarrass the 
county.” 
He said a meeting “called by 
Judge (Joseph) Lodge” on June 
27 and attended by the district 
attorney, public defender, 
probation, private attorneys 
and others, appeared to be a 
secret meeting, “a meeting to 
which I was not invited.” 
The purpose of the meeting 
was to plan how to take the 
work furlough program away

from the Sheriff’s Department 
and to give it to the Probation 
D epartm ent,” he said in a 
prepared statement. 


Carpenter said he felt to give 
the Probation Department con­ 
trol of the program could lead 
to persons who are a “danger to 
society” being allowed to take 
part in the program . The 
program enables prisoners to 
be free during working hours 
and to be housed in a special 
a re a u su ally n ig h ts and 
weekends when they are not 
employed at their regular jobs. 
Carpenter said “many times 
over the past three years, we 
have turned down many people 
for work furlough whom the 
judges have recommended.” 


He indicated he felt the 
judges would have influence 
with the Probation Department 
in placing cases in work 
furlough, if Probation gets the 
assignment to take over the 
program. 


Finally, Carpenter showed 
that he felt the seven-man com­ 
mittee set up by the supervisors 
to make further evaluation of 
the fate of work furlough con­ 
tains a number of persons who 
already feel Probation should 
administer the program. 


The fact that the sheriff 
doesn’t feel Probation should 
administer the program — and 
that Chief Probation Officer 
Clifford Romer has said he 
doesn’t want to administer it 


unless the sheriff approves the 
change — adds to further com­ 
plications. 


"T o put people in this 
program who are not suited, 
and who would not be properly 
supervised is only going to 
cause crime to go higher,” the 
sheriff claims. He said he feels 
the Probation Department no 
doubt would try to do a good 
job. “but the courts are the 
chief probation officer’s boss ... 
and a very important separa­ 
tion of power would not exist 
under this arrangement.” 


In closing, the sheriff pleaded 
his case to have the work 
furlough program deferred 
“until the economic picture im­ 
proves.” He said a “a faltering 
economy and rising taxes, com­ 
bined with a change in sentenc­ 
ing philo so p h ies and the 
availability of other programs, 
has caused the number of work 
furlough candidates to drop to a 


point where I cannot in good 
conscience recommend the con­ 
tinuation of the program, par­ 
ticularly in light of crime in­ 
creases never before ex­ 
perienced.”

to many that supplemental 
funding is certainly needed to 
push the program along at a 
faster clip. 
Many bikers feel they’ll be 
old and grizzled by the time 
there are proper off-road — or 
even on-road — bikeways that 
form connecting links in the 
various countv areas.

Supervisor wins restoration 
of $100,000 Foster road funds 


Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
asked the Board of Supervisors 
this week to “put back” in the 
county budget the $100,000 in 
funding it deleted from the 
Foster Rd. improvement pro­ 
ject near Santa Maria on the 
grounds that the board didn't 
have the right information 
provided it. 
Fletcher’s arguments won 
over a majority on the board to 
the extent of voting 3-2 to have 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson put back the 
$100,000 “if he can find a way to 
do it.” presumably by making 
deletions from other capital 
outlay projects or having 
money taken from reserves. 


The Santa Maria supervisor 


contended the decision to take 
$100,000 from the Foster Rd 
project was made on the as­ 
sumption the Santa Maria Air­ 
port District wasn't planning to 
provide a share of the funding 
this year. Fletcher said he later 
learned the district was “never 
contacted.” 
The action to delete the 
$100,000 was part of a decision 
to cut more than $200.000 from 
various north county projects in 
the 1975-76 fiscal year to insure 
financing of a major remodel­ 
ing and consolidation of Santa 
Barbara General Hospital in 
Goleta Valley. The board was 
told Monday this contract has 
been signed. It amounts to 
$1,298.793, or $292.000 over es­ 
timates.

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WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford, who ignited his 
own political fireworks in Ohio 
with the unofficial start of his 
presidential campaign, is ofah 
serving a relaxed Fourth of 
July holiday. 
Ford told reporters while fly­ 
ing home aboard Air Force One 
Thursday night that “ next week 
could be important 
Aides indicate he will official­ 
ly declare his 1976 candidacy 
next week, probably Monday or 
Tuesday. 
Ford arranged a relaxed holi­ 
day playing golf. In the evening 
he will go to Baltimore to watch 
the ceremonial raising of a 
replica of the American flag 
which inspired Francis Scott 
Key to write the Star Spangled 
Banner during the War of 1812. 
Ford issued a Fourth of July 
proclamation saying the goal of 
the nation’s third century 
should be the “ advancement of 
individual independence." 
“ We must devise safeguards 
for the sacred identity of each 
and every American,” the 
President said, “ to provide per­ 
sonal freedom and individu­ 
ality from the daily pressures 
of conformity, whether they 
cone from massive govern­ 
ment, massive management 
and labor, massive education or 
massive communications." 
Ford flew Thursday to Cincin­ 
nati, where he dedicated a 
National Environmental Re­ 
search Center, met with 24 con­ 
servation leaders who urged 
him to pay more attention to 
the environment, and made a 
speech defending his recent 
legislative vetoes. He said 
these saved the taxpayers 86 
billion. 
Then he flew to Cleveland 
where, in a rip-roaring speech 
to the Cuyahoga County Repub­ 
licans, he attacked New Deal 
policies and called for a “ fresh 
start” without the “ heavy 
hand" of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
“ With the depresión of the 
1930s began the policy of 
creating a new layer of federal 
bureaucracy for every problem 
in America and then spending 
millions —and then billions —of 
dollars in the hope that money 
alone would solve the prob­ 
lem,” he declared. 
“ But the depression policies 
of the 1930s on which Demo- 
cratic-controlled 
Congresses 
have based their policies ever 
since —cannot solve the prob­ 
lems of the 1970s. 
" ... What we need in tais 
country is not a New Deal but a 
fresh start. What we need is not 
more federal control but the 
adventure of personal achieve­ 
ment and the rebirth of the self- 
confident pioneering spirit that 
made America the great nation 
it is today." 


Aluminum 
hike delayed 
WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Ford administration has per­ 
suaded at least three major 
aluminum producers to delay 
price increases for 30 days in 
order to hold down inflation. 
The government’s Council of 
Wage and Price Stability Thurs- 
day asked four m ajor 
aluminum companies to delay 
announced price hikes sche­ 
duled to begin Monday. 
A council spokesman said the 
three biggest domestic produc­ 
ers —ALCOA, Reynolds Metals 
Co. and Kaiser Aluminum 
Chemical Corp. —immediately 
agreed to comply. It was 
reported that the fourth firm, 
ALCAN, the U.S. subsidiary of 
the Aluminum Company of 
Canada, also agreed. 
All four companies had an­ 
nounced plans to increase the 
price of aluminum ingots by 
about 5 per cent during the next 
several days. 


10 die in crash 


of car, pickup 


KAYENTA, Ariz. (UPI) - A 
car and a pickup truck collided 
head-on 40 miles southwest of 
here Thursday, killing all eight 
occupants of the car and the 
two occupants of the truck. 
Nine of the victims were kil­ 
led outright. The driver of the 
pickup died a short time later at 
a hospital. 
The state Department of 
Public Safety said the east- 
bound truck crossed the center- 
line of State 98 and hit the car. 
Among the dead were Dan 
Lee, about 19, Farmington, 
N .M., the driver of the car; Roy 
Singer, 16, (no hometown 
available); Ruth Blacksinger, 
54, Christine Rose Smith, 6, and 
Wilson Jones Singer, 18, all of 
Kayenta. 
Other passengers of the car 
were Herbert Austin, 18, 
Shonto, Ariz., and two unidenti­ 
fied boys, one about 14 years, 
the other about 18 months. 
Joe Billy Begishe, 16, Tona- 
lea, Ariz., the driver of the 
pickup, died at a hospital. The 
other victim, a passenger in the 
pickup, was Henry G. Tsinnijin- 
nie, also of Tonalea.

Flood pours through Vegas 


LAS VEGAS, Nev (U PI) - 
Flash floods rolled off snow- 
fields on distant mountainsides 
and poured through this gam­ 
bling capital in the desert 
Thursday, sweeping away two 
men, turning parking lots into 
floating junkpiles, damaging 
homes, closing roads and lapp­ 
ing at the lobbies of luxurious 
hotels and casinos. 
“ I was stunned, it was un­ 
believable,” said singer Andy. 
Williams, gazing out from the 
Caesar’s Palace hotel at a park­ 
ing lot where water ran 20 feet 
deep, carrying off or damaging 
more than 400 autos. 


The unusual flood struck just 
as the city began filling up with 
tourists headed for a holiday 
weekend at the gambling 
tables. 
Weathermen said warm rain 
on mountains 40 miles away 
caused a sudden melting of 
snow, and the combined runoff 
poured down through the usual­ 
ly dry washes and gullies of the 
desert, sweeping in waves 
through the city, where rainfall 
was moderate. 
All leaves were cancelled for 
police in North Las Vegas, 
where a horseback mounted 
posse of 50 men scoured the 
$1.5 billion damage 
by floods in N.D. 


FARGO, N.D.(UPI) - Rain- 
bloated floods covered a million 
acres in the rich Red River Val­ 
ley today and damage in North 
Dakota alone was estimated at 
$1.5 billion —the state’s worst 
disaster ever. 
Ronald Affeldt, director of 
North Dakota’s Disaster Emer­ 
gency Services, made the $1.5 
billion damage estimate. He 
also said that, in terms of dol­ 
lars and economic impact, the 
disaster was the worst in North 
Dakota history. 
Affeldt said he took into ac­ 
count the million acres of land 
under water, crop losses in the 
farming area north of Fargo, 
damage to bridges and 
culverts, and erosion. 
Farmers will not be able to 
put in another crop this year, he 


said. 
Minnesota Gov. Wendell And­ 
erson said the flooded cropland 
in the flat valley looked like 
“ complete desolation.” 
Rep. Mark Andrews, R-N.D., 
who has a farm near Mapleton, 
reported all he could see for 100 
yards from his house was 
water. 
“One thing is for sure, we 
won’t be in a high-income tax 
bracket this year,” Andrews 
said. 
In St. Paul, Minn., the presi­ 
dent of the Minnesota Farmers 
Union, Cy Carpenter, said the 
government would have to give 
farmers grants, not just loans, 
to help them survive. 


“ This one-time disaster is so 
terribly severe,” Carpenter 
said. 


desert through the night, look­ 
ing for two men swept away by 
the floodwaters. 
The two, city employes, had 
volunteered to help direct traf­ 
fic on Interstate 15. the main 
highway from Los Angeles, 
parts of which were closed by 
flooding. Witnesses said a wall 
of water swept over them, 
washing them off into the 
desert. They were feared 
drowned. 
The floodwaters had mostly 
receded today, running off as 
quickly as they came, leaving 
mud and debris in the streets. 
“ I saw the water rolling down 
toward us about 5:15 p.m.,” 
said a parking lot attendant on 
the “ strip,” the famed highway 
lined with the city’s most glit­ 
tering hotels and casinos. 
“ It came down like a big 
wall,” he said, floating off an 
estimated 150 cars from the 
parking lot at Caesar’s Palace. 
“ I saw one man stuck in a car 
but they got him out.” 
The cars were swept into a 
nearby flood control culvert, 
forming a tangled mass of 
metal that dammed the channel 
and sent more floodwaters over 
the parking lot. A construction 
crane was used to clear the 
channel. 
Williams canceled his open­ 
ing night show because patrons 
could not reach the hotel 
through the water. Among the 
cars carried off by the flood 
were autos owned by his con­ 
ductor and some of the dancers 
in his show, he said. 
The floodwaters outside did 
not halt the gambling in the 
casinos, which continues 24 
hours a day.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
glut of automobiles, campers 
and mobile homes climbed 
freeway onramps and jammed 
outbound lanes Thursday night 
crawling to the mountains, 
deserts and beaches to cele­ 
brate the three-day Fourth of 
July weekend. 
Vacationers, anxious after a 
week of near-perfect weather, 
got an early start, hooking up 
trailers loaded with boats, 
motorcycles and dune buggies 
for the trip out-of-town. 
By late evening, columns of 
vehicles were moving in every 
direction on the freeways. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol escorted bumper-to- 
bumper caravans to ensure 
compliance with the 55 miles an 
hour speed limit along Inter­ 
state 15 through San Bernardino 
heading toward Las Vegas 
A spokesman for the Automo­ 
bile Club of Southern California 
said ample supplies of gasoline 
were available, and Tuesday’s 
gasoline price hike by the ma­ 
jor oil companies wasn't ex­ 
pected to slow down motorists. 
A CHP spokesman said every 
available officer will be on duty 
throughout the holiday weekend 
for what could be one of the 
heaviest traffic jams in history 
with the anticipated homecom­ 
ing snarl Sunday night. 
And the weather is expected 
to be clear and sunny in all 
areas. 
Near-80 degree weather was 
predicted for the beaches 
where more than a million 
persons are expected daily. A 
thin coastal overcast should 
bum off just after sunrise 
through the weekend. 
Dry 100 degree heat will bake 
the desert resorts and the 
Colorado River area.

FBI nabs Wheeler, 
known SLA member 


HOUSTON (U PI) - The FBI 
says the arrest of Thero 
Wheeler means only three 
known members of the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army are 
still at large, among them miss­ 
ing heiress Patricia Hearst. 
Wheeler, an escaped convict 
believed to be one of the 
founders of the SLA that 
originally kidnaped Miss 
Hearst, was arrested Thursday 
without incident at the electri­ 
cal company where he worked 
as a handyman. 
The FBI said Wheeler was ar­ 
rested on a charge of escaping 
from the California Medical 
Facility in Vacaville on Aug. 2, 
1973. He had been been serving 
a sentence for battery on a 
police officer. 
Wheeler was being held today 
under $100,000 bond. 
The FBI would release little 
information but credited Whee- 
ler’s capture to an alert 
Houston policeman who was on 
duty in a hospital emergency 
room. 
The FBI said Wheeler went to 
the hospital with superficial 
shotgun wounds and gave one of 
his known aliases to attendants. 
The officer ran the alias — 
Bradley S. Bruce - through the 
National Crime Information 
Center computer, the FBI said. 
There was no immediate ex­ 
planation of the shotgun 
wounds, but they apparently 
had nothing to do with his cap­ 
ture. 
Wheeler and Donald De- 
Freeze, later killed in a 
shootout in Los Angeles, were 
identified as early members of 


the SLA, which has claimed 
responsibility for the murder of 
Oakland School Superintendent 
Marcus Foster as well as the 
Hearst kidnap. 
The arrest of Wheeler leaves 
only Miss Hearst, and William 
and Emily Harris, all three still 
at large and on the FBI wanted 
list.

No foul play 
in death of 
brothers 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - A 
preliminary FBI investigation 
into the deaths of two brothers 
on a sailing trip from Santa 
Cruz to Santa Barbara has 
turned up no evidence of foul 
play, according to U.S. Attor­ 
ney James L. Browning Jr. 
He added Thursday that there 
were still a “ couple of loose 
ends to check out” and that the 
investigation was continuing. 
Steven Fennel, 33, Santa 
Cruz, and his brother, Walter, 
Bethel Island, reportedly died 
of exposure hours after they 
took to a life raft after their 24- 
foot sailboat capsized June 27. 
Survivor Niels Kisling, 16, 
Capitola, told authorities that 
before the men died it was 
agreed that anyone who per­ 
ished would have his body 
pushed overboard to increase 
survival chances of those on the 
raft. 
Kisling was rescued by a pas­ 
sing ship. The two bodies have 
not been found.

NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - 
The Soviet-oriented Communist 
party of India has become the 
only non-government political 
group to endorse the iron-fisted 
rule of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 
The Communists, who have 
traditionally backed Mrs. 
Gandhi, gave full support 
Thursday to “ the swift and 
stem measures taken by the 
prime minister." 
The party was the first 
political group other than the 
ruling Congress party to en­ 
dorse Mrs. Gandhi's week-old 
crackdown against opposition 
leaders. 
It also attacked U.S. com­ 
panies, the Central Intelligence 
Agency and the rival, pro- 
Peking Communist party of In­ 
dia (Marxist) tor allegedly try­ 
ing to discredit the prime 


minister. 
Political sources said the 
Communist endorsement, 
which followed a three-day 
meeting of party leaders, came 
after the Soviet Union called 
Mrs. Gandhi’s stem measures

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Security forces searched Beirut 
for a kidnaped Am erican 
colonel today and hunted down 
snipers violating the shaky 
cease-fire in Lebanon’s reli­ 
gious warfare. 


Police reported four persons 
killed in truce violations Thurs­ 
day, raising the casualty toll in 
a week and a half of Moslem- 
Christian fighting to more than 
300 dead and 750 injured. 


Left-wing political parties 
denounced Prem ier Rashid 
Karami’s new government as 
reactionary, hampering efforts 
to maintain calm in the strife- 
torn country. 


Security forces searched the 
capital for a U.S. army colonel 
kidnaped Sunday by a score of 
armed men near a Palestinian 
and Moslem area on the city’s 
outskirts 


But there was still no word on 
the fate of Col. Ernest Morgan, 
who was dragged from an air­ 
port taxi during an overnight 
stop in Beirut on a trip to 
Ankara, Turkey. 


Morgan’s abduction was one 
of a series of kidnapings during 
the 10 days of mortar, rocket, 
bomb and bullet battles by the 
militias of Lebanon’s warring 
Moslem and Christian political 
parties. 


Police sources said Palestini­ 
an guerrillas questioned about 
the abduction denied any 
knowledge of the whereabouts 
of the 46-year-old, Petersburg, 
Va., officer.

Malpractice subsidy 
plan under study 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
leading Senate Republican has 
called for an immediatelegisla- 
tive investigation of charges 
that Lt. Gov. Mervyn Dymally 
and Sen Bill Greene misused 
funds in a m inority youth 
program. 
Sen Dennis Carpenter, chair­ 
man of the Senate Republican 
Caucus and a contender for the 
GOP U S. Senate nomination 
next year, Thursday urged that 
the Joint C o m m ittee on 
Legislative Ethics undertake a 
“thorough and public investiga­ 
tion’’ of the charges contained 
in a Los Angeles Times’ article 


Meantime, Dymally angrily 
denied the accusations, saying: 
“ I ’m not afraid of the Los 
Angeles Times.’’ 
The newspaper reported the 
abuses between 1968 and 1973 
involved $800,000 in Ford Foun­ 
dation funds intended for the 
Los Angeles-based Urban Af­ 
fairs Institute, created by 
Dymally while he was a state 
senator. 
The Times said Dym ally 
received 
an unauthorized 
$1.000a-month salary from the 
foundation grant and used 
$30.000 to set up a job-training 
project in which his brother and 


sister-in-law were paid staff 
members 
D y m a lly ’s relatives and 
political aides received scholar­ 
ships and grants, the Times 
reported, and Greene, one of 
Dymally’s political allies, re­ 
ceived double payment 
for 
some traveling -once by the in­ 
stitute and again by state tax­ 
payers 
Minority students were re­ 
cruited into the program and 
placed as interns in offices of 
local, state and federal elected 
officials 
Dymally, appearing tense 
and occasionally pounding the 


podium for emphasis, defended 
the program at a Capitol news 
conference. 
“I am immensely proud of 
the Urban Affairs Institute and 
my involvement with their 
programs.’’ he said 
“ Its ac­ 
complishments 
are 
impress­ 
ive ’’ 
He called the Times’ report 
“unfounded,” containing “ inac­ 
curacies. innuendos and out­ 
right falsehoods." 
C a rp en ter, 
of 
N ew port 
Beach, said the charges were 
“shocking and reprehensible, if 
true.” 
“The entire matter but par- 


ticularly the charges that Sen. 
Greene was reimbursed by the 
legislature for air fares charges 
on UA1 credit cards, is an ap­ 
propriate area for investi­ 
gation by the Joint Committee 
on Legislative Ethics.” he said 
in a news release, 
According to the Times, 
Greene. D-Los Angeles, a 
political associate of Dymally 
and institute co-founder, incur­ 
red expensive and unauthorized 
travel expense charges to the 
institute through charge ac­ 
counts. then collected payment 
from the state for at least eight 
of the trips

SAN DIEGO (U PI) - A U.S. 
submarine, scouting a Soviet 
naval base on a Cl Amission, 
crashed head-on underwater 
with a Russian sub, seriously 
damaging the American vessel, 
the San Diego Evening Tribune 
reported Thursday. 


Both submarines are nuclear 
powered and were armed with 
nuclear weapons, the newspa­ 
per said. 


The Tribune said the collision 
took place last May off the 
Kamchatka Peninsula between 
the Pintado, an attack subma­ 
rine designed to hunt down and 
destroy other subs, and a Rus­ 
sian missile-firing submarine. 
The newspaper attributed the 
story to interviews with sub­ 
mariners in this Navy base 
town. Navy and Congressional 
sources and the Soviet embassy 
in Washington.

(U PI) - Homesick Vietnamese

The first planeload of 50 
refugees left this Marine Corps 
base Friday for the 16-hour 
flight to Guam, where the Viet­ 
namese will await entry papers 
from the Saigon regime to com-

lete their journey. The United 
lations is coordinating the 
return. 
Another 188 refugees were to 
leave here on four planes today. 
An additional 418 are still be­ 
ing processed. All refugees 
from the other three camps in 
the United States who ask to go 
home are sent to Cam p 
Pendleton for processing. 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
state subsidy plan for low-cost 
medical malpractice insurance 
is being discussed by the Brown 
Administration. 
The tentative plan would call 
on doctors to contribute time 
for public health service work 
in return for the lower medical 
malpractice insurance costs, an 
aide to Gov. Edmund G Brown 
Jr. says 
“I would never advocate re­ 
quiring doctors to work for the 
state,” Donald Burns. Brown’s 
chief spokesman on medical 
malpractice 
insurance said 
Thursday. 
“However, if the 
state has something that doc­ 
tors need, then I think it is only 
fair for the state to ask for 
something in return.” 
The plan outlined by Burns 
has been discussed at special 
meetings involving the gover­ 
nor and some of his top aides. 
But Brown has not formally ap­ 
proved the proposal or decided 
if he will present it to the 
legislature. 
Both the administration and 
the legislature have been work­ 
ing on comprehensive plans to 
combat the skyrocketing cost of 
medical malpractice insurance 
which 
earlier prompted a 
month-long doctors’ work 
boycott throughout California. 


When Brown called a special 
session on malpractice insur­ 
ance in May he hinted at public 
service jobs for doctors by 
proposing a “ medical peace 
corps” to serve Californians 
who lack adequate medical 
care. 
The governor also then said 
the Board of Medical Examin­ 
ers should be given authority to 
develop a system to minimize 
the present maldistribution of 
medical care in certain areas of 
the state. 
Burns, secretary of the 
Business 
and 
Transportation 
Agency, told UPI a state con­ 
trolled insurance company for 
doctors was an alternative plan 
to solve the malpractice crisis. 
It would need legislative ap­ 
proval. 
Doctors would pay into a new 
state insurance fund and the 
premium payments would be 
used to pay medical malprac­ 
tice claim s. 
It would be 
operated much like the Federal 
Social Security fund. 
When doctors contracted for 
the insurance they would agree 
to perform 
lim ited public 
health service work —possibly 
one month every two years. In 
return, they would be guaran­ 
teed malpractice insurance at a 
reasonable rate.

The women said all three had 
first been scheduled for release 
June 28 following an agreement 
with the Popular Revolutionary 
Party of Zaire. 
“ But when the time came, to 
our astonishment and dismay, 
Steve was not permitted to 
return with us.” 
Another captive, Barbara 
Smuts, Ann Arbor, Mich., was 
released May 25 with demands 
for ransom, arms, and release 
of political prisoners allegedly 
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held in Tanzania. The women 
did not say whether these de­ 
mands had been met. 


Professor David Hamburg. 
S t a n f o r d ’ s 
p r i n c i p a l 
representative in Tanzania, 
said “ there were serious 
negotiations. These led to firm 
agreements. One of these was 
the simultaneous release of all 
three students. We are deeply 
disappointed about this breech 
of agreement. We urge in 
strongest possible terms the 
prompt fulfillm ent of this 
agreement by the Popular 
Revolutionary Party.” 


Hamburg said he remains 
confident that Smith will be 
released.

Evonne Goolagong Cawley: “ It’s about 
the closest I've ever played to a perfect 
match I just felt I knew where every 
ball was going every time” 
•i told Evonne afterwards i ’m really 
sorrv’ but I don't think she knew what hit 
her Everything I hit went so close over 
the net she couldn’t read it,’’ said Billie 
Jean 
"But I knew Evonne was dangerous 
when you are ahead of her. When she 
won that one game, I was shaking. I was 
so nervous I said; “ Oh no, here she com- 
es 
"But I wasn’t going to let her in, I 
wasn’t going to let her get back.” 
Mrs King said her decision never to 


play singles again was final. “ I’m never 
coming back” 
It was her sixth singles title here — 
equalling Suzanne I^nglen’s record — 
and her 19th overall victory, a mark she 
now shares with fellow Californian 
Elizabeth Ryan, whose wins were all in 
doubles 
She said she prepared harder than ever 
before to get those records, “ I have 
never worked harder, trained harder. I 
did everything in my power to win.” 
Her career, which she now sees turn­ 
ing towards television and her magazine 
interests in the United States, has earned 
her more money than other woman 
athlete. 
“ I think I am the most fortunate 
woman athlete to have lived. I hope a 
younger woman will come along. I am 
sure one will I have seen so many firsts, 
it has been fantastic,” Billie Jean said 
Her efforts have been a major factor 
in the rise in women’s tennis not only in 
the United States but worldwide and 
have given her even more problems off 
court than she has met on court. 
“ Any time you are a leader or you are

“ Just for the exercise,” says Winston, 
who’s usually thè first one up the hill, 
although no one is keeping score.

Another regular rider, Mike Kaufman, 
claims he lost 40 pounds somewhere 
along the canyon road (a change in diet 
also helped, he admits). 
“ I started breathing again,” Mike 
claims. “ I began to hear my heart pump 
occasionally.

To vary the program, the guys 
sometimes play golf or run instead of 
riding. 
Danger of overcrowding in the canyon 
is minimal. “ Only the hard-core idiots

Potential hard-core idiots are invited 
to join the morning rides The exercise 
can’t hurt, and neither can the peaceful 
view from the top of the canyon 
“ It’s really nice,” Kaufman says “ A 
lot of times when I start riding I hate 
coming back down the hill.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A year ago, Steve Garvey was the 
National League MVP with 200 hits, a .312 average, 21 home runs 
and 111 RBIs He led the Los Angeles Dodgers to their first league 
championship since 1966 
Although the Cincinnati Reds have pulled away from the 
Dodgers in the NL West and he’s been criticized by some team­ 
mates because of his All-America image, Garvey’s talents haven't 
diminished one iota. 
He drove in a career high five runs with a homer, double and 
single Thursday night to propel Los Angeles to a 7-1 romp over the 
San Francisco Giants, a team that swept a four-game series from 
the Dodgers last weekend. 
Garvey’s performance left him with 110 hits, a .316 average, 10 
homers and 52 RBIs. 
During last weekend’s San Francisco sweep of Los Angeles, ex- 
Dodger Von Joshua, now a Giant, told reporters that some of the 
Dodgers were jealous of Garvey. 
“The jealousy was there all along,’’ Joshua said. “ It s naturally 
getting more attention now because they’re all in the major 
leagues.” 
Dodger third baseman Ron Cey had said earlier, If he wants to 
have an All-American image, that’s okay. It’s okay as long as it 
doesn’t interfere with my style. Sometimes it does.’ 
After his five-RBI night, Garvey received only accolades from 
his teammates.

“He uses all the real estate out there, 
said Don Sutton, who 
became the Dodgers' second 12-game winner. “ He can hit the ball 
out of the park, down the line or in the alley. It was his night 
tonight. I just had a supporting role.’’ 
Recording his first victory since June 16, Sutton snapped a per­ 
sonal three-game losing string to improve his record to 12-8 
Los Angeles’ third win in four games cut Cincinnati's lead to 
seven games in the Western Division and Garvey said. 
“ Finding out that Cincinnati lost (2-1 at San Diego) was an incen­ 
tive It was a big step to gain some ground of them for a change 
Of his own performance, the former Michigan State football 
player added, “Timing is the key. One day you have it and the next 
day you lose it And timing is a combination of psychological and 
physical conditions. 
“We play so many games and it’s tough to be 100 per cent all the 
time. But athletes must be prepared to go 100 per cent every time 
they go out to play.’’ 
In the Dodger half of the seventh after Garvey slammed a two- 
run homer, Giant reliever Randy Moffitt pitched close to Cey and 
the Dodger third baseman walked, bat in hand, menacingly toward 
the mound Both benches emptied onto the field but there was no 
recurrence of Tuesday night’s slugfest staged between the Dodgers 
and the San Diego Padres. 
“It wasn’t the pitch,” Cey said after the game. The pitch was a 
little inside but that didn’t bother me. He swore at me three times 
and nobody talks to me like that."

Thoughts 
on gas 
price 


The White House said Wednesday that 
there will be no gasoline shortage during 
these summer months throughout the 
United States We’ve always wondered 
how a house can say something, but it is 
just a ploy used by the administration 
public relations people when the Presi­ 
dent doesn’t want his name connected 
with the statement. 
Well, anyway, the 
logic of the declara- 
tion is there. There 
will be no gasoline 
shortage during these 
summer months simp­ 
ly because nobody will 
be able to afford the 
gasoline. Ford should 
feel very safe with 
that declaration. 
There's plenty of gas­ 
oline. There’s just not 
very much money. 
We have talked to a number of friends 
who are downright scared about the 
spiraling high cost of gasoline. We have 
to agree with most of them who believe 
there is some kind of conspiracy going 
on. We can blame those Arab producing 
nations for sure, but we don’t get all of 
our gasoline from them. Secondly, we 
are certain that the U.S. can impose 
some types of economic sanctions on 
things those Arabs need that might make 
them think twice before they hike that 
price again 
William Simon, our secretary of the 
treasury, this week alluded to the fact 
that we must have some type of secret 
economic weapon up our sleeve when he 
said that the U.S. would not stand still 
for another hike by the oil-producing na­ 
tions He said that the U.S. answer would 
not be military, but economic. Unfor­ 
tunately, however, he did not state what 
the economic weapon was. We’ll just 
have to wait and see. 
Meanwhile, friends of ours with their 
motor homes and campers are wonder­ 
ing what to do. They have lots of money 
invested in some of this recreation equip­ 
ment and they just don’t feel right about 
taking trips to Surf and back. 
The whole situation is downright con­ 
fusing. With the price of gasoline as it is 
today, for example, how can Burmah Oil 
Company donate a quarter of a million 
dollars to the county of Santa Barbara to 
help them buy an old ocean pier? A 
quarter of a million dollars may be 
peanuts to Burmah Oil Company, but 
man, oh man, would it buy a lot of gas­ 
oline. 
And we read the other day that those 
Bicentennial Minutes on television, spon­ 
sored by another oil firm, cost about 
$100,000 each to produce. Couldn’t we 
just forget them and lower toe cost of 
gasoline a bit? 
Come this fall, we believe a lot of 
thinkers are going to be working on a 
practical battery-operated automobile or 
we’ll all be riding bicycles.

Lest we forget 


There is a priceless institution in 
America called John Lofton. He is a 
youngish man who used to edit the 
Republican Party’s official fortnightly, 
Monday, wherein he took licentious 
pleasure in reproducing statements by 
prominent American liberals exactly 
contradicting their present positions He 
is now a syndicated columnist, and not 
since the days of Westbrook Pegler has 
anyone felt as free — indeed, as duty- 
bound — to telephone public figures to 
ask them, so to speak face-to-face, just 
exactly what did they mean by saying so- 
and-so. 
Take, for instance, 
the lovely Shana Alex­ 
ander, a cultural

Not Lofton. Moreover, he proceeds to put 
in a call to Shana Alexander. He doesn’t 
know her, but that doesn’t matter — 
Miss Alexander, a professional jour­ 
nalist, has put in heaps of calls to people 
she doesn’t know. Journalists understand 
that they have responsibilities to fellow 
journalists. 
How, Lofton asked over the telephone, 
does Miss Alexander know this about 
North Vietnam? Well she said snippily, 
she was “busy typing” just then, and 
didn’t care to discuss ‘“this thing” ; 
Lofton should call her research assis­ 
tant. So he did. She genially confessed 
she didn’t know exactly where Miss 
Alexander had got her facts. So he called 
others: the International Red Cross, the 
U N ’s World Health Organization, the 
State Department. None of them had the 
foggiest. So he called Vietnam expert 
Douglas Pike, who called Miss Alex­ 
ander’s assertion “absurd, really,” and 
added that with a per capita income of 
$85 per year North Vietnam could hardly 
afford special services for anyone, as 
North Vietnamese documents themselves 
admit. 
A few days later, Lofton found himself 
on television facing Sander Vanocur and 
Gloria Emerson, who were crowing over

the North Vietnamese victory I find it 
almost unfair to quote Miss Emerson, 
since on the subject of Vietnam she is, 
quite simply, unbalanced; but after all, 
she did feed it out, day after day, in the 
columns of the New York Times for 
three and a half years, where she ran the 
longest serialized atrocity story in 
American history. 
Here (it wasn’t hard) Lofton forced 
Miss Emerson to fly her banner. She was 
“very glad” the North Vietnamese won. 
She thought the North Vietnamese 
would, to be sure, run “a very austere, 
well-ordered, regimented society which 
in the long run will profit a vast majority 
of the Vietnamese.” (That’s the kind of 
society Adolf Hitler ran.) John Lofton 
demurred, and the lady replied with an 
expletive deleted. Finally Lofton gave 
the lady one more absolutely straight­ 
forward chance: 
J.L. “What did the North Vietnamese 
ever do in the war in Indochina that you 


disapprove of? Anything they ever did. 
Anything. Say anything bad about them. 
Did they do anything bad anywhere?” 
Gloria. “In the south?” 
J.L. “Anywhere in Indochina. Have 
the Communists done anything bad?” 
Gloria: "Yes they have done things 
that I don’t approve of.” 
J.L. What? What? Name one (thing).” 
Gloria: “I’m sorry that they put 
American prisoners of war under enor­ 
mous duress. But I’m also sorry about 
the way the Americans treated the South 
Vietnamese . . .” 


It is a complicated formulation, but 
there is no simpler way to put it: critics 
of the critics of the war in Vietnam have 
been profoundly right all those years 
they claimed that, in their hearts, the 
leaders of the antiwar movement were 
pro-North Vietnamese. John Lofton has 
done a fine job of teasing this admission 
out of one of their spokesmen.

Refugees 


FORT INDIANTOWN 
GAP, PA. - (NEA) - The crowds of 
curious are gone now. 
The Important Peo­ 
ple who were in atten­ 
dance early on have 
since left for other 
pursuits. Now comes 
reality to this Vietna­ 
mese refugee camp, 
and with it almost 
loneliness. Only the 
homeless are still 
here, waiting, their 
faces pressed against 
A m e r i c a ’s 
win- 
dowglass, hoping 
someone will come to 
take them away. 
Two months after the fall of Indochina, 
there is as yet no assurance the refugees 
will soon be taken away. Not all of them 
anyway. Though positive success has 
been made in relocating some 45,000 of 
the war immigrants, sponsorship ap­ 
plications have dwindled as the refugees 
have become yesterday’s news. Ninety 
thousand orientals are still locked into 
depots throughout the nation, 14,000 of 
them here. There is no panic yet, nor 
should there be, but some are beginning 
to feel a sense of early desperation. 
“I am a proud man,” says a former 
Vietnamese naval captain, “but I would 
do anything to get out of here. There is 
an official named Grelly — spelled with 
two L’s — he works for the U.S. govern­ 
ment. Do you know him? Have you heard 
of him? He is my friend. We worked 
together in Saigon. Will you tell him I’m 
here, with my family? Maybe he can 
help us. Will you tell him?” 
1116 desperation is only natural. The 
refugees are being kept in virtual ig­ 
norance of their fates and, at Indiantown 
anyway, in quarters that would worry 
anyone’s imagination. Because of laws 
and convenience, the refugees are con­ 
fined to roped-off encampments, never 
to see anything of the country until they 
are permanently settled. Thus tempers 
are short, fights are frequent and many 
of the less-educated are beginning to 
wonder if Indiantown Gap is all there is 
to America. “I would like to go off base 
and look at a town,” says a naval cap­ 
tain, “You do have towns, don’t you?” 
In the captain’s case, the seclusion and 
lack of information is merely a rub. He 
has been in America previously, and his 
concern for his fate is more frustration 
than anxiety. Yet, he says, some of the 
less worldly refugees are developing 
genuine fears. 
Will they be sold into bondage? Will 
they starve if they can’t find work? Will 
they be thrown into prison if they cannot 
speak English? The captain says adult 
men weep in the night with anxiety, Bud­ 
dhists are converting to Christianity in 
hopes of appealing more to U.S. in­ 
terests, and mothers tell their children 
grab the leg of any visiter so the family 
will be recognized as loving and adop- 
table. 
Many of these fears and reactions are 
perhaps unavoidable. But there is reason 
to believe, almost predictably, that the 
government which is helping the 
refugees has gotten so entangled in the 
mechanics of assistance that scarce at­ 
tention is given the emotions of it. Hence

a doctor providing inoculations in the 
clinic line here operates with robot ef­ 
ficiency but nary a smile or soft word. 
And when asked about the availability of 
recreation for refugees, another official 
says coldly that “you can’t worry about 
that with all these bodies to process — 
what do you want, softball?” 
Softball, 
in fact, would be nice, and tv, and 
movies, and Kool Aid and Milky Ways. 
What the refugees need, almost as much 
as new homes, are things American. 
Many of them do not know how to 
operate flush toilets, the majority have 
never experienced air conditioning, 
almost none have stood at the checkout 
counter in a Safeway. 
Processing efficiency has its place, 
but what is lacking here is orientation. 
Why should a man wait to arrive in 
Oklahoma to learn that he needs no visa 
to get there? Waiting is bad enough 
without doing it in the dark. In this na­ 
tion we wash our clothes in machines, 
not rivers, and that’s important informa­ 
tion for a mother of eight. 
Yet the word is not being passed at In­ 
diantown Gap. Because the bureaucracy 
hasn’t the time. Social Security numbers 
are provided, but not an explanation of 
what the devil they mean. “Our job,” 
says a government guy, “is to process 
people, people.” 
And so it goes here. Fix the papers but 
nothing else. What a waste. There is a 
woman in camp who has heard of the In­ 
dians and asxs about them in low 
whispers. One supposes she will worry 
about her hair until such time as her 
sponsor is found, if ever, until she is 
finally resettled. 
And until she learns one distant day 
that as a point of historic accuracy it 
was the white man of America who did 
the real scalping.

Not many Americans could 
recite the Declaration of 
Independence if called upon to 
do so. Nor should they d$ ex­ 
pected to, for it speaks of 
many things that are so much 
dead history. 
But it must be a rare person 
who has not made its salient 
phrases a permanent part of 
his memory: “We hold these 
truths to be self-evident — all 
men are created equal — en­ 
dowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights — 
life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.“ 
The bulk of the Declaration, 
all the many “he has’s” listing 
the numerous grievances the 
colonies had against George 
III, holds little interest for us 
today. It was not that way in 
the beginning, though, as 
Donald 
B a r r 
Chidsey 
reminded us a few years ago in 
a fascinating book about the 
document. “July 4, 1776.“ 
When the Declaration was 
first published, he wrote, and 
for some years afterward, the 
opening paragraphs caused lit­ 
tle comment one way or the 
other. Philosophy was the 
fashion in 1776 and it was 
taken for granted that there 
would be a flowery and a high- 
principled apologia before the 
real argument was gotten to. 
“ The colonists were in­ 
terested in more immediate 
matters. Philosophy was for 
the intellectual, an ap­ 
propriate decoration but in 
itself without significance. 
The men on the street, or in 
the field, wanted sterner stuff,

Stock losses 


Although the Legislature stands in 
recess some bitter repercussions from 
the fierce battles which were waged over 
the malpractice crisis have brought into 
question the credibility of Insurance 
Commissioner Wesley Kinder. 
Only recently appointed to the post by 
Governor Jerry Brown, Kinder has been 
accused of giving inaccurate information 
to the Senate to defeat a measure aimed 
at tighter regulation of insurance com­ 
pany investments. The charges have 
been leveled by representatives of the 
California Trial Lawyers Association, 
themselves the target of vicious attacks 
by the medical profession and some in­ 
surers. 
The measure at issue was authored by 
Senator James Mills and sought to im­ 
pose the same investment regulations 
for malpractice insurance writers as 
now governs the banks. Confronted with 
a damaging analysis prepared by the 
Senate insurance committee staff. Mills 
dropped his bill. Lawyer spokesmen 
charge the analysis was based upon mis­ 
representations by Kinder. 
Particularly hurtful was the statement 
that “stock losses have not contributed 
to the high cost of malpractice insurance 
(and specifically, Argonaut Insurance 
Company, the company generally cited 
for losing money on the stock market, 
did not have that much of its assets tied 
up in corporate stocks). And the state­ 
ment that the “cause of skyrocketing 
premiums is attributed to the fact that 
prior to 1975 the companies did not 
charge adequate rates.” 
These statements are furiously at­ 
tacked as false. As proof they exhibit a 
Dow Jones report of April 3, 1975: 
"Teldyne Inc., revealed in its annual 
report that its Argonaut Insurance Co. 
unit lost $104.6 million in the year ended 
December 31.... The unit’s unrealized 
loss on investments increased to $90.6 
million from $1.1 million and loss on sale 
of investments rose to $21.4 million from 
$220.000.” 
Also exhibited is a Boston Globe news 
story of June 4 quoting Argonaut's 
former president Bruce Woolery stating. 
“Argonaut's financial dilemma has its 
roots on the floors of the nation’s stock 
exchange. 
The paper also reported 
that Argonaut last year declared divi­ 
dends of $10.5 million all of which went to 
its parent company. Teldyne. 
These seeming factual differences 
have left the lawyers wondering about 
Kinder, a former insurance company ex- 


noisier, a specific hammer- 
and-tongs attack upon an ac­ 
tual physical being, namely 
King George.” 
Today, it is just the opposite. 
We couldn’t care less about 
this section of the Declaration. 
We are no longer angry at 
King George. It is the 
philosophical introduction, as 
Chidsey noted, that the world 
has come to love. Indeed, to 
most Americans, it IS the 
Declaration of Independence. 
Being such a fundamental 
part of the American credo, it 
is something we cannot be 
neutral about. We are still 
arguing — perhaps more today 
than ever before in our history 
— about what it really means 
to say that “ all men are 
created equal” and how such a 
belief is to be translated into 
action. It is no trouble at all to 
get a controversy going as to 
whether there is even a 
Creator, much less one who 
created men with “certain in­ 
alienable rights.” 
As a scientific treatise, as a 
statement of provable fact, 
th e 
D e c la r a tio n 
of 
Independence leaves much to 
be desired. But as a testament 
of the human spirit, as a guide 
and a goal — and a goad — for 
posterity, as a dream and a 
faith we are still dismally far 
from realizing yet cannot let 
I 
go of, there is nothing to com­ 
pare with it. 
No nation ever had such a 
birth certificate as this 
cherished piece of parchment, 
our

Independence. 


ecutive, and where he gets his informa­ 
tion. 
Questioned, Kinder denied taking a 
position on Mills' bill but stated he did 
not favor the measure because he 
believed it was too restrictive and would 
discourage companies from writing 
malpractice insurance. He said he had 
made statements similar to those 
represented in the analysis but not to 
that committee on the Mills bill. His 
view that Argonauts trouble was not 
from investment losses but from 
malpractice suits, he said, was based 
upon Argonaut’s financial statements 
filed with his office. He indicated, 
however, the statements were being 
thoroughly checked by him. 
He stated that Argonaut’s payouts for 
medical malpractice for the two year 
period commencing May 1973 was 
$150.000 against premiums collected of 
$14 million. He said the apparent surplus 
was misleading because his office re­ 
quires Uie company have a $25 million 
reserve for toe risks assumed during 
that period. 
To the lawyers, as well as the un­ 
sophisticated, toe conclusion, regardless 
of Kinder's explanations, would seem to 
point to the stock market losses as the 
cause of the reserve depletions. Giving 
Kinder the benefit of doubt, it would ap­ 
pear that only by the thorough study cal­ 
led for in ACR 83. backed by Speaker Leo 
McCarthy, will the facts necessary to as­ 
suage the lawyers and establish Kinder s 
credibility be unearthed.
